During ttiorccentcncitinpniciit nf 
the Unuul Army of tlio Republic 
frequent continent concerning tlic 
marked growth and improvement of 
the capital were licnril on nil niilc*, 
nnd it was gonernlly ngrccd that 
this groTTth trad been in deainitila 
directions. Just after tho war 
Washington wiu a dirty and au u ti- 
ll enltliv city, nnd it lucked much of 
being the beautiful city it is to-tlny. 
Its atreetii were to a lnrgo extent 
itiipitvofl, nnd unsightly mud linlen 
formed n Bomewlint familiar fentnro 
of its prominent thoroughfare*. 
Tho old ennut, in tho southern sec- 
tion of tho city, wit* n con* hint 
mennco ta tho public health, and 
for years breeded innlnrin, chills nnd 
fever nt the capital that aided to 
greatly swell tho mortality rate nnd 
to giro to the city a rattier unenvi- 
able reputation from a sanitary 
standpoint. Then come the era of 
"Boss" Shepherd, who undertook 
the cleansing of the capital and the 
reconstruction of its street*. The 
canal was filled up nnd utterly' 
extinguished, nnd street building 
was begun on a Tory extensive scale. 
Of course there was mora or less 
jobbery connected with the work, as 
there is nearly always with the dis- 
bursement of large nmuunts of 
public money used for similar pur- 
poses, and perhaps, tho people paid 
jjome what dearly for the betterment 
of the city in the various directions 
in which the work was prosecuted. 
After a few years a great howl 
against Shepherd wns raised, nnd it 
was declared that he had robbed the 
city of millions of dollars. The 
popular outcry lost him his official 
head nnd drove him in disgrace 
from the city, but the work had 
progressed to that extent that there 
could bono turning buck, mid the 
plans substantially as mapped out 
by. him were carried out. .The re- 
sult is that the capital is iinw tin* 
most beautiful city in the country, 
wjth a system of pared streets un- 
excelled by those of any city in tin 1 
world*, and with o record forhenllli- 
f ulneu j tmaurpuaaed; and what i» 
equollyjroportaut; the tendency l« 
toward constant "and' more marked 
improvement every, year. It is true 
that the perfect streets of the city 
have cost about W5,000,000 and oth- 
er improvements in proportion, but 
no one now denies that it haa been 
money well spent. After nil tho 
denunciations of Shepherd ho left 
Washington n poor innn, nnd when 
the peoplfl begnn to realize and np- 
, predate tho improvements lie had 
inaugurated there came a revulsion 
of public sentiment. It was not a 
matter of surprise, that when sev- 
eral years ago, ho visited the city 
he was given a reception which 
amounted to nn ovation, mid wns 
banqueted and entertained in n 
manner in striking contrast to the 
former treatment. 

Another comment frequently 
heard of Into ia that tho capital 
should bo adopted as the general 
convention city of the country. 
This is felt not only because of the 
largo number of. attractions nnd 
points: of interest for the entertain- 
ment of strangers, but also on nc- 
. count of the city's ability to lako 
care of Inrge crowds, as recently 
evidenced. A conservative estimate 
places the number of visitors to 
tho city during the Encampment nt 
350,000, and the bulk of these wore 
housed, fed, and entertnined bore, a 
small percentage sleeping in Balti- 
more. Few cities of tho country, 
probably, could do better. An in- 
teresting ufflciitl statement is ijniiifo 
that tho total number of people 
•who during Encampment' week 
ascended thn great Washington 
<Mbnunient was 30.200. On Wednes- 
day following tlin big pontile 0.020 
persons viewed from the lop. of tho 
Monument the Bplendid view of tho 
city there afforded,

Thn recent suicido in this city of 
Col . Wil limn P. Cnu ndy , cx-Scrgcnn t- 
ii t- A rnis of tho United Slotes Sen- 
ate, will illustrate the pernicious re- 
sult which too often follows chronic 
office-seeking. Col. Cnnady had 
long Ijimii an native 'politician and 
office-holder, but it does not appear 
thnt he was permanently benefitted 
by cither avocation. He entered 
tho political field in the South at 
tho close of tho wnr, nnd grow in 
prominency until ho was rewarded 
by his parly, with a' lucrntive po- 
sition nt the hands of tho dignified 
taw making body which made him 
one of jIh prominent officers. 
Though he held the post for years 
nt a good salary, he apparently ac- 
cumulated nothing, but on thecon- 
trnry, considerable valuable property 
left in tho South gradually slipped 
through his fingers, Tug.. vicissi- 
tudes of time finally lost him his 
position, nnd, finding himself un- 
fitted through a long term of officer 
holding, for legitimate business 
pursuits, ho engaged in visionnry 
schemes to retrieve his broken 
fortunes HU financial embiiruHB^ 
ments tfrcw worse instead of better 
at eneli turn of the wheel, nod he nt 
last sought relief through death at 
liis own hands.
